Tie: Board of Directors of State College is going to ask the 
Leg s’ature to vote them an appropriation of #100,000 for im- 
provements. The last Legislature voted the College, which by 
the way is a state institution, $15,000. Auditor Hager said it 
was not constitutional and the Board of Directors employed 
Lewis McQuown. Chairman of the State Central Democratic 
Committee, Eli Bnown, Speaker of the last House, and" W. 0. 
Davis, a Democratic official of Woodford county, to carry the 
case to the Court of Appeals. The Court decided that the Audi- 
tor was mistaken. and ordered the money paid over. The Board 
then voted the three gentlemen #5,000 for collecting the #15,000 
the State had voted to the college. Notice the name of the law- 
yers, truly the '‘Machine” lawyers. Would it not be well for 
the Legislature to go slow on this $100,000 appropriation now 
asked for. Auditor Hager may say this is unconstitutional, no 
telling, and if!he did, it would mean nearly a $40,000 lawyer fee 
for collection, and the College would only get #60,000. That is, 
at the same rations this $5,000 fee. 

If i; w r ould be possible to get an anti-machine Committee to 
make ai investigation of all this State College trouble that is 
constantly in the papers maybe the investigation would redound 
to the good of thelCollege, the patrons and the public. 

This institution should be an honor to our state. Every 
Kentuckian should take pride in it. If needed the #100,000 
should le voted, but we are opposed to that or any other amount 
being gn r en to State College until there is a change in the man- 
agemeu . When anything resembling graft is at work in an in- 
stitution of this kind, it is time for the Legislature to wipe off 
the slat* and fill in with other names.

The first official act of Mayor 
Editor and Owner James IVf. O’Brien, after being in- 
! ducted into office as the head of the 
city government, yesterday, was to 
mail^ a letter to each of the saloon- 
keepers in the city, a copy of which 
we give below and which % explains 
itself, viz: 

“Paris, Ky., Jan. 1, 1936. 

“ , Esq., 

“Paris, Ky. 

“Dear Sir:- 

“There is a strong demand, 
on the part of the people of Paris, for 
the enforcement of the city ordinan- 
ces, the sentiment in favor, more es 
pecially, of Sunday closing being 
much stronger than you may suppose. 
I believe that it is to the interest of 
every person engaged in the saloon 
business to respect that sentiment as 
the present policy of many of the 
saloon keepers, if continued, will in- 
evitably lead to the adoption of 
either prohibition or high license 
with stringent saloon regulations. I 
do not believe that you would care to 
have either of those systems adopted 
in the City of Paris. 

“After a thorough and careful con- 
I sideration of the question — and I have 
i tried to look at it from your stand- 
i point as well as that of the general 
! public — I have decided to have the 
Sunday closing law strictly enforced 
during my term oc office and have in- 
structed the members of the police 
force accordingly. I shall, so far as 
it lies in my power, insist upon an 
observance of this ordinance, and 
upon a second conviction for a viola- 
tion of its provisions will ask the 
Board of Council to revoke the 
license of the person so offending. 

“I am sending a copy of this letter 
to every person engaged in the 
saloon business in the city. Hoping

The Bourbon Fiscal Court, with all 
of the magistrates present, held busy 
sessions Friday and Saturday closing 
up the old business before it, so as to 
turn county matters over to the new 
administration on January 1st. The 
following compose the orders entered 
by the old Court. 

The Finance Committee settled 
with Sheriff W. W. Mitchell, who 
turned over to County Treasurer C. 
M. Thomas $38,000. 

This same Committee also settled 
with P. I. McCarthy, Commissioner 
and Receiver of the fund of the 
Court House bonds. The "Court 
allowed Mr. McCarthy $2,000 for his 
services, covering a period of three 
years. During that time he was cus- 
todian of $153,000, all of which he 
paid out except $4,400, which amount 
was turned over to the County Treas- 
urer. 

Prison guards salary was fixed at 
$2.00 per day. 

There being $7,000 of the Garth 
Fund money lying idle, it was 
ordered that the County borrow the 
amount at 6 per cent, interest. 

An order was made to properly 
furnish a room in the Court House to 
be occupied by C. F. Redmon, Road 
Supervisor. His office will be on the 
first floor. 

The offices of the superintendent 
and guard of the Court House were 
abolished. 

A resolution was then offered by 
’Squire J. P. Howell tendering Judge 
H. C. Smith $1,000 in recognition of 
extra services rendered by him out- 
side of his regular duties of County 
Judge. Judge Smith ruled the reso- 
lution unconstitutional and no vote 
was taken, but it was ordered re- 
corded. 

As there was no more offices to 
abolish, so as to keep Judge Dunaon 
from making any appointments, the 
Court adjourned. 

After the adjournment of the Court 
’Squire C. F. Redmon resigned as 
Magistrate, and was immediately 
sworn in as Road Supervisor. Super- 
visor Redmon then appointed Lyttle- 
ton Purnell, retiring Clerk of the 
Quarterly Court; as guard of the 
prisoners who work upon the public 
roads. This appointment has hereto- 
fore been made by the County 
Judges. The appointment of Mr. 
Purnell was recognized by retiring 
Judge Smith, and made part of the 
Court’s record.
